A small  portion 
of  tne  town  is  built  at  the  bottom,  oi  tne  nil!  very  little  above 
the  level  of  the  river*  The  town  is  the  Market  Town  of  a large 
agricultural  district,  and  its  main  industry  is  supplying  the 
needs  of  the  inhabitants  of  that  district.

Vital  Statistics. 


Tiie  population  is  now  estimated  at  2547,  a decrease  of  37 
since  1923.  It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  average  number  of 
persons  per  occupied  house  is  approximately  3.5. 

In  the  estimation  of  the  birth  and  death  rates  all  "inward" 
and  "outward"  transfers  have  been  dealt,  with  and  the  rates  given 
are  the  "Corrected  birth  and  Death  Rates?  'The  total  number  of 
births  was  3<d,  two  of  these  being  "inward  transfers;  This  gives 
a birthrate  of  14.35*  The  number  of  births  for  1924  was  31 
giving  a birthrate  of  11.49.  During  the  year  there  were  two 
illegitimate  births* 

Of  49  deaths  which  occured  on  the  borough  12  were  "outward 
transferable?  so  that  only  37  are  credited  to  the  borough.  The 
corrected  death  rate  is  thus  13*97*

This  makes  a total  of  25  deaths  over  the  age  of  55. 

Of  children  below  the  age  of  one  year  there  was  only  one  death, 
the  cause  being  "prematurity;  Of  all  the  deaths,  5 were  due  to 
tuberculosis  of  respiratory  system,  5 were  due  to  cancer.  There 
was  one  death  from  encephalitis  lethargies.  ‘The  other  deaths 
were  from  various  usual  causes. 
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infectious  JJiseases* 


There  were  12  cases  of  notifiable  diseases,  11  of  these  were 
scarlet  fever  and  the  other  erysipelas.

vaccination 

The  number  of  vaccination  oases  is  still  decreasing,  owing 
to  the  increase  use  of  exemption  orders*  in  many  cases*  i am 
convinced  that  "conscientious  scruples"  are  non-existent,  the  real 
reason  being  dislike  to  a little  extra  trouble*  The  Ministry  o£ 
health  is  most  anxious  to  have  vaccination  carried  out  as  thoroughly 
as  possible  and  this  can  only  be  done  by  greater  care  m tne  giving 
of  exemption  orders  by  those  in  pov/er  to  ao  so* 

fortunately  there  has  not  been  an  epidemic  of  smallpox  in 
Relston  for  the  past  JO  years : and  one  would  like  to  see  a continu- 
ation of  this  immunity  from  the  dread  disease. 

(ieneral  and  Special  Enquiries* 

Speaking  generally, uhhe  sanitation  of  the  town  is  as  good  as 
good  as  can  be  expected  under  existing  conditions*  All  occupied 
houses  appear  to  be  in  a good  state  of  repair  inside  and  out  and 
are  in  a proper  tenantable  condition. 

water  Supply* 

The  water  supply  of  the  town  is  partially  provided  by  the 
helston  & Porthleven  Water  company.  The  supply,  however,  has 
latterly  been  inadequate  for  the  needs  of  the  whole  town.  ‘There 
have  been  numerous  complaints  recently  from  the  occupiers  of  houses 
in  the  upper  parts  of  uodolphm  Hoad,  in  uiodgy  lane  and  in  neacon 
'Terrace  in  respect  of  the  inadequacy  of  their  supply*  This  is  a 
matter  which  ought  to  receive  attention  at  an  early  date.  The 
only  other  source  of  water  supply  is  by  public  pumps  ana  springs 
totalling  seven  in  number. 

Samples  of  water  were  taken  curing  the  summer  months  and 
analysed  by  the  County  Analyst.  The  samples  were  taken  from  the 
pumps  at  Porthleven  Hoad,  The  horse  & Jockey  abd  cross  Street,  also 
from  the  company's  mams.  The  report  on  all  four  was  satisfactory. 

Hi vers  and  Streams. 

helston  is  one  of  the  few  English  towns  provided  with  paved 
water  courses,  running  along  each  side  of  the  main  streets  of  the 
town.  These  courses  are  known  locally  as  "kennels?  and  the  water 
is  supplied  by  a "leat"  taken  off  the  Cober  a few  miles  shove  the 
town. 


The  coronation  Lake  is  as  popular  as  ever  and  boating  ana 
bathing  were  in  full  swing  during  the  summer  months. 
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Drainage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 


1.  bv  Sewers,  These  sewers  serve  about  lbU  water-closets 
and  also  receive  The  effluents  from  the  septic  tanks  at  the 
Workhouse  and  the  County  School, 


2.  bV  Cesspools.  About  4C  houses  are  supplied  with  water- 
closets  which  empty  into  Cesspools.  These  are  cleaned  out  when 
required . 


3.  hv  Privy  pits  and  Ash  pits.  There  about  400  of  these  in 
the  borough!  They  are  systematically  cleaned  out  by  contract 
when  notice  is  received  that  this  is  necessary. 


4.  by  Pail  system.  Some  of  the  newer  houses  in  the  town 
are  provided  with  the  pail  system  of  sanitation.  the  pails  are 
emptied,  cleansed  and  disinfected  weekly. 


J?.  The  Public  urinals  and  Public  materclosets  are  Kept  clean 
ana  in  ^poa  conditio#.. 

me  Sanitary  inspector  nas  recently  spent  a great  aeal  of 
time  in  planning  a suitable  Sewerage  System  capable  of  meeting 
the  requirements  of  the  whole  town.  As  a considerable  part  of 
the  town  now  lies  outside  tne^grougn  Boundaries,  sucn  a system 
is  not  practicable  until  the^hdundaries  be  extended  to  embrace  the 
outlying  patts  of  the  town.  This  system,  if  adopted,  would  be 
of  tremendous  benefit  and  no  time  ougnt  to  be  lost  in  making  a 
start  in  this  direction.  • 

‘There  is  a daily  house-to-house  collection  of  rubbish,  the 
expense  of  this  collection  being  borne  by  the  council.  All  the 
refuse  is. conveyed  in  the  council's  covered  cart  to  the  depot  which 
is  about  a mile  from  the  town  and  outside  the  borough.  Street 
Scavenging  is  carried  out  in  a satisfactory  manner. 

Schools. 


The  sanitation  of  the  county  and  elementary  Schools  is  in 
very  good  condition. 

nosbitals. 

hospital  Accommodation  is  provided  by  the  helston  & District 
Cottage  hospital,  which  has  now  been  in  existence  for  over  three 
years.  mis  hospital  was  erected  by  Public  Subscription  as  a 
Aar  Memorial  ana  nas  already  proven  itself  invaluable. 

The  two  public  wards  (.male  and  female)  accommodate  2 beds 
eacn  with  space  in  eacn  for  an  adaitionai  cot.  mere  are  two 
pnvate  wards  eacn  containing  one  bed.  patients  are  assessed 
according  to  their  tinieiatl  financial  circumstances,  in  some  cases 
no  charge  being  made.  it  is  to  be  regretted  mat  as  yet  the 
hospital  has  not  been  equipped  with  an  Aray  plant,  but  we  hope  to 
see  this  need  supplied  in  the  near  future*  financially  the 
hospital  is  in  a sound  position. 

mere  is  no  isolation  in  the  borough  or  District  for  dealing 
with  acute  infectious  diseases.

A long  felt  want  has  now  been  supplied  by  tne  formation  of 
an  Ambulance  brigade  unaer  the  auspices  of  the  St*  John's 
Ambulance  Association*  The  members  of  the  brigade  give  their 
services  voluntarily  and  often  respond  to  calls  of  great 
inconvenience  to  themselves*  They  attend  the  Lectures  regularly 
and  take  great  interest  in  their  work*  A commodious  Ambulance 
Station  consisting  of  a good  garage  and  a large,  well  lighted 
lecture  room  has  been  erected  in  ,/endron  Street* 


‘The  Ambulance  has  already  been  used  extensively  for  the 
transport  of  non-inf ectious  and  accident  cases  in  the  district 
ana  borough.  it  has  also  been  used  on  a number  of  occasions 
to  transfer  patients  to  Truro  for  "Radiograph ic  Examinations” 

As  the  present  Ambulance  does  not  provide  the  acme  of  comfort 
for  the  transportee,  it  is  hoped  soon  to  replace  it  by  a newer 
and  better  one* 

Nursing  and  riidw  jjffry. 

The  Nursing  Association  provides  the  services  of  a qualified 
Queen’s  nurse  for  the  town*  As  the  nurse  holds  tne  certificate 
of  the  O.M.B.  she  unaer  takes  all  midwifery  cases  to  which  she  is 
called  and  also  gives  ante  and  post  natal  advice, 

Diphtheria* 

The  Town  uouncil  pays  for  the  examination  of  swabs  of 
suspected  cases  of  aiphtheria  and  also  for  diphtheria  antitoxin 
when  used  lor  poor  people.  We  have  been  fortunate  in  having  no 
diphtheria  cases  during  the  past  year*

it  is  a matter  for  congratulation  that  of  children  under 
the  age  ol  one  year,  there  vas  only  one  death. 

food  Supply* 

Dairies*  The  Dairies  have  been  regularly  inspected  and 
found  to  be  in  a clean  and  well-kept  condition. 

bakehouses.  These  are  kept  in  a satisfactory  condition* 

Slaughterhouses*  These  have  also  been  regularly  inspected 
and  it  is  satisfactory  to  report  that  ail  suggested  improvements 
have  been  carried  out.

During  tiie  year  a number  of  nouses  were  inspected  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  health  and  Sanitary  inspector*  in  certain

These  are  cleaned  by  contract,  the  cost  of  this  work 
amounted  to  £176  (equal  to  4 i rate)*  The  disinfecting  is  carried 
out  by  the  Corporation  workmen  once  a week  during  the  summer  months. 

Slaughterhouses  etc* 

Tiie  S.H*  drains,  cowsheds  and  public  Urinals  etc*  were 
regularly  visited  and  are  kept  in  a very  good  order*  During  the 
year  7 licenses  were  issued  to  slaughterhouse  holders  under  one 
new  meat  regulations. 

Kegarding  these  regulations  all  requests  made  to  butchers 
have  been  complied  with  and  no  meat  is  expo sea  to  dust  and  dirt. 

Systematic  Visits  are  paid  to  the  Slaughter  houses  during  the 
progress  of  killing;  all  meat  condemnea  is  either  burned  at  the 
uas  works  or  buried  at  castle  Wary.
